Dear Friends: 

It has been slightly over two 
months since I took myleave of 
Wilmington and the USA and during 
that time I’ve seen and done many 
things, Since Icannot take the time 
to write a full account of my travels 
to each of my friends, Pd like 
to take the opportunity of reaching 
many people at one time through 
the Town Crier, 

On the 15th of May, after having 
taught at Wilmington High School, 
I finished my packing and headed 
for Logan Airport from which I 
started a trip I hope will end in 
a tour completely around the world, 
ih six hours I completed my 
thirty-first crossing of the Atlantic 
but this time I finally landed on 
the eastern side, The previous 
non-stop trips were sponsored by 
the US Air Force. 

I spent the first week in London 
Seeing the sites and getting ready 
for the road, During this time 
Tacquired a three-speed Triumph 
‘push-bike’ and a German guitar 
which was to be my sole companion 
for 1162 miles of cycling, 

First I must mention that most 
People here are astounded at the 
idea of a ‘Yank’ using a push- 
bike. However, when they saw 
the equipment, including guitar, 
that I was carrying on my bike, 
they were overwhelmed,

I might mention that P'm taking 
colored slide pictures ofthe entire 
trip and Pve snapped about 125 
scenes thus far, Some of the pic- 
tures include the sites of London, 
Mayflower departure point in 
Southhampton, the theatre at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon where I saw King 
Henry V, old and new Cathedrals 
at Coventry, and many beautiful, 
historic and interesting places. 

I usually cycle 55 to 65 miles 
a day although I’ve passed the 70 
mile mark at times, I’ve been 
staying at youth hostels (YHA’s) 
in my travels and I would recom- 
mend them to anyone of any age 
who intends to do some low budget 
touring almost anyplace in the 
world, Although there are quite 
a few of these hostels in New Eng- 
land, I became familiar with them 
only during the preparation for my 
trip, 

I continued across the northern 
coast of Wales and headed into 
the beautiful Snowdon Mountains 
area, After which I followed the 
rugged west coast of Wales south 
to the town of Fishguard, This 
coastline contains some of the most 
attractive scenery Pve seen thus 
far. 


From Fishguard I boarded a 
boat for the 3 hour crossing to 
Ireland and at the port of Rosslare 
I pedalled my first mile on the ‘sod? 

My route in Ireland to date 1s: 
Rosslare, Enniscorthy, New Ross, 
Cork, Killarney, Tralee, Glin, 
Limerick, Tipperary, Caskel, 
Thurles, and at the end of the 1162 
miles, I was at the home of a pen- 
pal of mine who lives in the town 
of Rothcabbin in the northern tip 
of County Tipp. During the Irish 
tour I visited the Kennedy Home- 
stead, kissed the Blarney Stone and 
spent some time visiting St, Pat- 
rick’s ancient Rock of Caskel. 

As I write this Iam in my friends 
home where [I’ve been for three 
weeks now, Her family, the Need- 
hams, are a typical Irish farm 
family full of hospitality, ambition, 
sincerity, and a desire to please, 
Marie has 2 brothers, 2 sisters 
and parents who reflect the vir- 
tues of humble people whose great- 
est aim is to provide a comfort- 
able and peaceful home atmosphere 
for their family. 

One of the best loved individuals 
in the household is Marie’s Aunt 
Mai whom I knew in the USA, 
from which she has just returned, 
Aunt Mai is a surprisingly enérge-

Thave recently become associa~ 
ted with the local Youth Crusaders 
Drum and Bugle Corps as their 
Color Guard Instructor, Until I 
was engaged to be married, I 
belonged to such a corps for ten 
years, growing up. I can truth- 
fully say this was one of the finest 
experiences of my life. 

There is one vast difference, 
however, between that corps and 
the Crusaders.
